Babson, the Statistican Advises the
Merchants to AdPpt
N Method

Welleslay Hills, July 1, 1022, In
an Interview today Roger W. Bab-
son appealed to merchants to study
the “‘sell help” stores. He belleves
that the small merchant has great
opportunity if he will only adopt
modern meéthods and advertise
more. He insists that the public
does not demand the Chain stores,
but rather demands economical and
convenlent service, People buy
from the chain stores because that
is the only place in their community
that they can®get such service, he
continued.

““Chain stores are having-a tre-
mendous run today. They are
springlig up in every community.
Local merchants are beginning to
become panio stricken. They fear
that the chain store ls to swallow
up everything. Grocers, druggists
and clothing dealers are .especially
troubled. Consldering the tremen-
dous numbeér of small merchants
this is a problem in which everyone
should be interested. There are for
instance over 300,000 independent
grocers in this country., To have
thelr business wiped out would re-

sult in a tremendous economic ap-
peal. All together there are over
1,000,000 small merchants in Amer-
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foa who are vitally Interested In
this program, as they will be wiped
out if the clialn store proves to he
the legitimate method of merchan-
chandieing.

“Personally I feel that this change
Is due to the fact that the chaln
store comes nearer to giving the
public what It wants and prospers
for that reason. If the looal mer-
¢hants will adopt the same up-to-
date methods of economical mer-
chandlsing he need have nothing to
fear from chain store competition.
These newer and especially these
soll help detablishments are doing
a splendid business because (helr
plan is practical and because they
aré heing operated by young men
with fuitintive and enthusiasm. The
raflroads did a fine business when
they were sp operated 20 or 30
vears ago. Chain stores, however,
will have their troubles just as the
rallroads bave hag thejrs. Clerks,
truck drivers and buyers will some
day be organized and as saucy and
independent as the typieal plumber
is today. Then the chain stores
salea will drop off and operating
expenses will increase and they will
have to adopt n mora modern form
of merchandising or give way to a
new order., The "self help" system
eliminates labor difficulty to a con-
slderable extent and presents a

most interesting study both as to
service and to cost.
“I appeal particularly to mer-

chants of the older school and urge

them to study very ecareufily these
“golf help' stores, with their "'self

average merchant cannot get the
advantage of collectiva buying un-
less he himsgelf joins a chain. Any
merchant, however, can install a
“galf help” system of selling inde-
pendently. Of course; this "means
more than reorganizing the fixtures
of his store. He must change his
entire attitude. The “sell help”
stores for Instance are very depen-
dent upoh advertising, much more
g0 than are the chain stores and lo-
cal merchants. The Iatter must
advertise more than ever if he Is to
adopt the “self help” system. I
am not a merchant, merely a statis-
tican. Statitises, however clearly
indicate that if the local merchant
continues as at present he will be
eliminated from American Industry
to make way for more modern ma-
chinery of distribution.

“In regard to chain store secur-
itles. Most of these merchandising

companies should do well for the
next few years. ®all order con-
cerns will also prosper, but I pre-

dict that even stores like the A &
P will spome day change over to a
“gelf help” system. They will® be
forced to in order to survive. When
the change {8 made their securities
will become ‘‘self help" securities.
It is not my purpose,” concluded
Mr. Babson, “to recommend them as
seourities, but rather to try to awake
the local merchants before it is too
late, and to get them to adopt the
methods of more economical distri-
bution which are winning out' to-
Jday.'
